Mr. KR. Higgins gave 
promise of support from 
numerous local groups and 
industrial enterprises. The 
appeal would not be an indi- 
vidual project but would in- 
volve the whole ocmmunity. 

Mr. Dickie, supported by 
Dr. Lindell, replied at some 
length. He explained that 
the Government’s current 
policy is one of regionalisa- 
tion and rationalisation with 
the objective of providing: 
major hospitals with full an- 
cillary services in the metro- 
politan or country centres, 
eg.

PAEDIATRIC SERVICES 
TO BE EXPANDED 


In order to alleviate the 
increasing pressure of work 
ot the Royal Children’s Hos- 
pital it has been decided to 
expand the services avail- 
able at Footscray and Dis- 
trict Hospital for the investi- 
gation and treatment of sick 
children.

sea birds daily fly to this 
lake and now it is proven 
that it is possible, when the 
lake is full, to sail upon it. 

If the Yacht Club’s rapidly 
expanding Sabot training pro- 
gram continues to develop as 
it has been, many more local 
children will enjoy this sport 
in even greater safety as 
well since this lake is ad- 
mirably suited, rowing clubs 
may flourish as well. 

Even teams from the local 
schools could add’ these two 
sports to their sporting acti- 
vities. There are enough 
schools, enough youth, 
enough need, and now, 
enough safety — many of the 
yacht club members waived 
the age-old rule of wearing a 
life jacket since they were 
simply not needed.

There are most assuredly 
many who think twice about. 
venturing into the sport of 
sailing because they have 
never had the chance to try 
it and because of a_ secret 
fear_of the wind and wave 
on Port Phillip Bay. 

Next time, and by the en- 
joyment of all last Saturday 
there will be a next time; 
members sail on the lake, 
do not hesitate to wander 
over and try sailing in 
safety. Most members will 
certainly be glad to intro- 
duce newcomers to the sport 
as they were last Saturday.
